commence from the firft of January 1787. 


LON DON, Dec. 27.

‘The fy{tem of 
things is affuming a new afpeét, and there is likely to be a 
compleat revolution in the cammercial, and even in the politi- 
cal {tate of our neighbours. New conneétions, and new fpe- 
culations are daily rifing, and prefent to the Government and 
Royal Exchange of London views of adventure which ought 
to engage their molt ferious attention. ~~ 

Letters from the Hague, by yefterday’s Dutch mail, bring 
advice, that unmoved at the interference of the Ising of Prufha, 
and the complaints of the-Stadtholder, the States of Holland 
and Weft-Friefland have declared, that they do not find either 
in the letters from Berlin, or in the Prince of Orange’s mani- 
felto, any argument that can in the leaft incline them to refcind 
the refolution complained of, and therefore that they are de- 
termined to put it in force. Their words they have proved by 
the execution ; for on the 19th inftant, the prefident of their 
committee received, as their reprefentative, all the military ho- 
nours ufually paid to the officer commanding the Hague gar- 
rifon. ‘The fame was alfo granted to the grand Penfionary of 
Holland, as well as to the States aflembled.

3d, People of the firft eminence in the law, phyfic, and mer- 
chandife, and_all places in church or ftate, of 500}. per an- 
num, or upwards, 5 |. per annum. 

4th, Gentlemen, the head of the yeomanry, and aJl places 
in church or ftate, of tool. and not exceeding 500 1. at 21. 
per annum. 

5th, Common farmers, tradefmen, and inferior places in 
church or ftate, at 10s. per annuta. 

6th, Day-labourers, artificers, and merchants, at 2 s. per 
annum. 

This tax is to be levied by the affeffors of the land-tax and 
commutation-tax, who are to have the fame poundage as on 
the fhop-tax. 

Fach perfon taxed may appeal to the commiffioners, but no 
appellant to obtain relief but by degrading himfelf to a lower 
rank. 

This tax will be much eafier upon the taxed than the ex- 
pence of families, and net an equivalent to the public for the 
effect of their celibacy. Whoever finds himfelf aggrieved by 
it, hath his remedy at hand,—marry. 'Thofe who are too old 
will object, but it is high time for thofe to begin to pay a debt 
they have fo long’owed to the’ public. 

If there are cight millions of people, and every thirty-fecond 
perfon is fuppofed fingle at twenty-five years of age, there will 

_be 250,000 taxable perfons, which, averaged at forty fhillings 
per head, would produce annually 500,000 1. 

The late Lord Sackville bas died prodigioufly rich. His 
landed property is about 14,000 1. a-year. His ready money 
was fo abundant as to raife his rental a full third more. 

One Sava Jacoffiloff, who, lefs than 40 years ago, fold fith
